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On May 28, 2012, a new honor roll was dedicated to the Town of 
Wilton and Bent-Burke Post No. 10, American Legion, to recognize 
22 Wilton residents who served in the U.S. Armed Forces during the 
conflicts that occurred between the end of the Vietnam War and 
9/11/2001. These conflicts included Lebanon, Grenada, Panama, 
The First Gulf War, Somalia, Bosnia and Kosovo. 


The granite and bronze monument was built by Medlyn Monument 
Company of Milford, NH. The fundraising and research of the names 
was directed by Jonathan C. Schultz of Wilton, member of Troop 10, 
Boys Scouts of America, as his Eagle Scout Leadership Service 
Project. 


The project took 3 years to complete with the support of Assistant 
Scoutmaster William Gabor, project advisor Randy Greeley, Chaplain 
of Bent-Burke Post 10, and assistance from R. Gary Jensen, Todd 
Mason, Robert Paro, and John Skelly, all of the American Legion. 


In 2012, Wilton lost a number of residents. Three people in particular 
are recognized for their many years of service to the town, whether 
as an employee of the town, a volunteer, or both. We give thanks to 
Phyllis Tallarico, Dennis Maki, and Rene Houle for all they gave us. 


We will remember these individuals as well so many others who have 
been an important part of our town. They will all be missed.

WILTON BUDGET COMMITTEE 


As we are brought back to reality with our cold and snowy New Hampshire 
winter, we also face the reality that the year 2012 was another economically 
challenging year. The last two years have shown a dramatic increase in 
uncollected taxes. At the end of the year, our little Town of Wilton was owed 
over one million dollars of unpaid, uncollected taxes. Since that time, collections 
have increased to drop uncollected taxes below $800,000. 


Once again the Budget Committee worked diligently one on one with each of the 
Department Heads building their budgets up from zero, including only the needs 
of the Department verses the wants. The Budget Committee works on behalf of 
the taxpayers and, as always, is committed to keeping the taxes down without 
decreasing services to the residents of the Town. That being said, the Town is 
now faced with much needed improvements to our infrastructure. We can no 
longer defer costs by putting Band-Aids on situations. The equipment is getting 
older and parts needed for repairs are becoming scarcer. If we continue down 
this road there will be long lasting effects, and the costs will keep rising steeper 
and steeper with every passing year. 


The Budget Committee has laid the framework, but it is the majority vote of the 
people attending the Town Meeting that makes the final decision. The General 
Operating Budget includes General Government expenses and the different 
Town Departments such as the Fire, Police and Ambulance Departments, along 
with Recycling and the ever present Highway Department. The General 
Operating Budget does not include any Capital Budget Requests. 


This year, while the Operating Budget remains as close to flat as possible, the 
Capital Budget Requests have seen a significant increase. The infrastructure 
requires updating, thus the call from the Fire Department to have their addition 
built and renovations done to their 1950’s station. The Sewer Department has 
found an area of total collapse along the 100 year old sewer lines on Maple 
Street, thus the call for a bond to be able to do the necessary repairs. 


The Department Heads have once again cooperated, keeping the expenditures 
down without cutting services to the people of the Town of Wilton. The Budget 
Committee would like to thank all of the Town employees for their continued 
commitment, support, understanding and service to the Town during these 
continued difficult economic times. 


We would also like to thank Mark Whitehill for all of his years of dedicated service 
to the Town. His input and guidance will be dearly missed.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


2012 saw some significant changes in the administration at the Town Hall Selectmen's 
office. Long time Administrative Assistant, Peggy Arn, retired to Florida in May. Pam 
Atwood has moved effectively from the Selectmen’s Assistant position to the 
Administrative Assistant’s position. | The Selectmen’s Assistant position has been 
capably filled by Mary Guild. 


Work began and is ongoing at several dams and bridges within town in accordance with 
State direction. In the future the town will be seeing some extensive construction 
around these dams and bridges. There will be some inconvenience to travel but the 
end result will be safer and more efficient. 


The Town Hall has had some “sprucing up” during the year. Several walls have been 
painted and repairs were made in the restrooms. The restrooms at the theater end of 
the building have been in need of a facelift for a number of years. Painting has been 
done and the floors in both of those bathrooms have been replaced making the 
restrooms more attractive. All of this maintenance has been done carefully keeping 
costs to a minimum. With the completion of the painting in the Town Hall, the entryway 
is in need of artwork displays from any of the talented artists in our area. 


The sidewalk in front of the Town Hall has been replaced and is now adequate for 
passage of more than one person at a time on a level surface. Pedestrians should still 
keep in mind that the sidewalk will be closed for use during times when there is a 
danger of snow and ice falling from the Town Hall roof. 


In December, the Main Street Association and the Board of Selectmen honored Stanley 
Young as the 2012 Citizen of the Year. Stanley has served the town in his involvement 
with the Heritage Commission and Historical Society and he has been a steadfast 
champion for the Wilton Public and Gregg Free Library. Stanley is commended for his 
philosophy as it is one that benefits our town: “/f we can all give back a little to the place 
that we live, it becomes a much greater place fo live, a better place to live.” 


It has been my privilege to have served three years on the Board of Selectmen and to 
serve this past year as the Chairman. We are fortunate to have so many quality 
individuals working and volunteering on behalf of the Town of Wilton.

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Wilton, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 2011, which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of 
contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of Wilton’s management. Our responsibility is 
to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basjs for our opinions. 


As discussed in Note I.C.2. to the financial statements, management has not recorded certain capital assets, primarily 
infrastructure, in governmental activities and, accordingly, has not recorded depreciation expense on those assets. As 
well, there was no detailed listing available to support the other capital assets acquired prior to 2008 and the 
accumulated depreciation thereon, and therefore, we were not able to verify that the amounts reported for capital 
assets, depreciation expense and accumulated depreciation were correct. Accounting principles generally accepted in 
the United States of America require that general capital assets, including infrastructure, be capitalized and 
depreciated, which would increase the assets, net assets, and expenses of the governmental activities. The amount by 
which this departure would affect the assets, net assets, and expenses of the governmental activities is not reasonably 


determinable. . 


In our opinion, because of the effects of the matter discussed in the preceding paragraph, the financial statements 
referred to-above do not present fairly, in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the financial position of the governmental activities of the Town of Wilton, New Hampshire, as of 
December 31, 2011, or the changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended. 


In addition, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the 
respective financial position of each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Wilton, 
New Hampshire as of December 31, 2011, and the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then 
ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


The budgetary comparison information on page 26 is not a required part of the basic financial statements, but is 
presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such information, although not a part of the basic financial 
statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, who considers it to be an essential part of 
financial reporting. We have applied certain limited procedures to the required supplementary information in 
accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, which consisted of inquiries of 
management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the information for consistency with 
management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other knowledge we obtained during our 
audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on the information

2012 was a very busy year for the Police Department. We experienced a 32% 
increase in our calls for service this year. Unfortunately, we have seen a 
significant increase in the number of crimes we are investigating. The most 
notable increases were seen in the number of reported assaults, theft related 
crimes, and alcohol related crimes. Encouragingly, we did see a decrease in the 
number of burglaries reported to the department this year. 


One of the benefits of living in a small community is that we look out for each 
other. We strongly encourage all residents to report any suspicious activity 
immediately. You may do so by phone or by using the department's new tip line 
at tips@wiltonnhpd.com. Even the smallest bit of information could help us solve 
a case.

We were fortunate to be awarded two grants from the NH Highway Safety 
Agency again this year. These grants were used to make our roads safer 
through increased patrols directed at speeding and distracted drivers. We also 
received a Homeland Security grant in the amount of nearly $16,000 to purchase 
and program five new portable radios to replace some of our aging obsolete 
ones. We purchased a new 2011 Chevrolet Caprice cruiser this year. It has 
been completely equipped and has already seen a great deal of service. 


As | have stated in the past, my door is always open. If you ever have any 
questions or concerns, please feel free to stop by and meet with me. We can sit 
down, discuss the issue, and hopefully reach a resolution that will address your 
concerns. 


We look forward to the challenges we will face in 2013 and will continue to 
concentrate our efforts on improving our operations and nurturing our partnership 
with the community.

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SEWER DEPARTMENT REPORT 2012 


Two thousand twelve saw a personnel change among the commissioners and 
some unexpected repairs to the sewer department. 


Tom Schultz was welcomed as a sewer department commissioner in November. 
He was appointed by the Selectmen to fill the vacancy left upon Bob Duquette’s 
resignation in October. Tom will serve until the March 2013 election at which 
time he may seek election to the board. 


Many electrical components, motors, switches, ventilation units and pumps at the 
two pump stations required attention. Worker safety at the pump stations is 
always an important priority. 


Cleaning and maintaining the collection system continued this year. We focused 
on Maple, Prince and Russell Streets as well as Clark Court areas where we 
located and documented groundwater infiltration into the system. Two areas on 
Maple Street were identified as the worst — thousands of gallons of groundwater 
were getting into the system by way of broken clay pipes. Groundwater 
infiltration is expensive because Milford charges us for every gallon we send to 
the treatment facility, regardless of the source. 


The Commissioners have proposed a warrant article to be voted upon at Town 
Meeting. The sewer upgrade project will not only address some immediate 
problems, but also, we'll see a reduction in the fees we pay to Milford. We 
expect to make repairs in 2013. 


The Sewer Department has not had a rate increase in many years. Due to the 
higher costs projected for operating and maintaining the Sewer system, we will 
be implementing a modest rate increase to customers in 2013. 


We are committed to providing a safe, efficient and affordable Sewer system to 
our community and are grateful for everyone’s continued support. As always, we 
thank you, our customers for your cooperation.

Bob Duquette 
resigned in October after two years as a Commissioner; we thank Bob for his 
service. In November, we welcomed Dan Hastings to the board. Dan has 
already proven to be a valuable addition. He'll serve until March 2013 when he 
may seek election to the board. 


To track usage and water losses and make each bill smaller, we implemented a 
quarterly billing system. There were problems getting up and running, so 
customers only got bills for three service periods in 2012. Meters were read in 
December for the fourth period of 2012; these bills will be sent out in February 
2013. We believe that billing problems have been corrected and that customers 
can expect accurate and timely bills for all four service periods in 2013. 


Water equipment and the distribution system are aging and will need upgrades 
and improvements. A Public Hearing was held in August to discuss and hear 
comments about rate increases. The public recognized that a rate increase was 
long overdue and were generally in favor of scenarios that were presented. Any 
surplus from user fees will be used to fund the capital reserve accounts 
established for upgrades and improvements to the system. 


This year we began an aggressive program of repairing and/or replacing the 
town’s fire hydrants. Since many hydrants are showing their age, this project will 
be a priority until all of the oldest hydrants are replaced. 


Part-time water operator, Carl Somero, retired in spring. We thank Carl for his 
service to the department and for filling in as needed to help Mike Bergeron, our 
new full-time water operator, hired in April. Mike brings can-do energy, creativity 
and knowledge of water systems to his daily routine. Town Office staff and the 
Highway department are also due our thanks for a successful year of operations. 


We are committed to providing a safe, efficient and affordable water system to 
our community. Thank you, water users, for your support of our efforts.

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WILTON PUBLIC WORKS 


2012 saw changes within various departments, combining Highway, Recycling, 
Parks & Recreation, and Resurfacing to form Wilton Public Works (WPW). 
Hopefully this will decrease expenditures and allow departments to draw from the 
others’ resources. Maurice Guay resigned from the Recycling Manager position, 
moving into a part time position. Wilton Highway accepted the increased 
responsibility and merged with the participating departments. 

WPW also assists in maintaining the Town’s water and sewer system. And we 
plan and oversee snow removal and landscaping of most town owned buildings 
and parking lots. 


Resurfacing: This year we stepped back to overlay previously based paved 
roadways, adding the final 1” wearing course of asphalt pavement. In 2013 we 
are hoping to continue with our long term road plan for reconstruction of various 
roads within town. We are at our midway point of this plan, which we started 
nine years ago. 


Parks & Recreation: This department maintains Carnival Hill, Florence Rideout 
Elementary School's ball field (the Flats), Ambulance Bay, Wilton Public and 
Gregg Free Library, Police station, Main Street, S-Curves, and is combined with 
the Cemetery department to maintain the four cemeteries. 


Highway: The Highway Department is responsible for the maintenance of all 57 
miles of roadway and most town owned buildings. We are on emergency call 24 
hours a day. 


Recycling: This is a challenging department with ever-changing standards and 
laws. We service five member towns: Lyndeborough, Temple, Greenville, 
Mason, and of course, Wilton. This year we added a tin roof over the metal 
dumpster to remain in compliance with DES regulations. 


| wish to thank the members of all the boards for their continued support of the 
Wilton Public Works Department, and our employees who work diligently for the 
improved progress Wilton is achieving.

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MILFORD AREA COMMUNICATION CENTER 2012 


The Milford Area Communication Center (MACC Base) had a very productive 
2012. The center provides centralized emergency dispatch services for the 
towns of Milford, Mont Vernon, and Wilton. These services include emergency 
radio and telephone communications for ambulance, fire, police, public works 
and emergency management agencies within those towns. MACC also 
provides emergency ambulance dispatching services for the Wilton Ambulance 
Service to their additional service towns of Lyndeborough and Temple. Further, 
MACC serves as a backup communications center for the towns of Amherst, 
Brookline, and Hollis. 


This year MACC Base dispatchers handled over fifty-six thousand calls for 
service for the various emergency agencies that it serves. Calls ranged from 
structure fires and multi-vehicle accidents affecting many people, to police or 
medical calls involving a single victim. It is the emergency dispatcher’s 
responsibility to properly assess a crisis, to insure the proper personnel and 
equipment are sent to handle the problem, and to monitor the situation until the 
emergency has passed. Contrary to a common misconception, 911 operators in 
Concord & Laconia are not responsible for providing emergency dispatching, the 
911 operator's role is to route calls to emergency dispatchers at MACC Base. It 
is MACC Base personnel who ultimately dispatch the calls for service and who 
interact directly with both the public and the responding emergency personnel. 


This year our dispatchers participated in a variety of training offered throughout 
the state. Captain Matt Bradley was certified as our newest APCO 
Communicatons Training Officer. Some of the training attended this year by our 
Dispatchers includes: Crisis Negotiations for Telecommunicators, Disaster 
Operations, Active Shooter Scenarios, Advanced NCIC Training for Dispatchers. 
Most of our staff also have skills on the other end of the radio. We presently 
have 5 current and 2 former firefighters, 1 retired and 2 former police officers, 2 
current paramedics and 1 current EMT-I. Our experiences in public safety, on 
both ends of the radio, provide our communities with a staff with over 100 years 
of emergency services experience. 


Emergency dispatchers routinely deal with callers when situations are at their 
worst, and at times when those citizens need competent professionals to solve 
their personal crisis. It takes a very special person to provide and maintain 
these professional standards, and MACC Base is privileged to have a dedicated 
group of professionals standing vigil over the communities it serves. We look 
forward to another year of dedicated service to the emergency services and the 
people of the Souhegan Valley.

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ASSESSING DEPARTMENT REPORT 2012 


In 2012 approximately 200 properties were visited as part of an ongoing five-year 
cyclical database maintenance program. In addition there were roughly 150 
properties visited that had outstanding building permits or had ongoing 
construction as of April 1, 2011. These properties were adjusted accordingly. 
There were 21 abatement requests filed and processed for the tax year 2011. 


Data verification of all properties will continue this year. We expect to visit 
another 400 properties. Our goal is to verify the physical data to ensure the 
assessments are accurate. If no one is at home we will take the opportunity to 
verify the exterior measurements of all primary improvements (buildings etc.). 


If an adult is home at the time of the visit, the representative from the Assessor's 
Office will ask to verify the interior information via tour provided by the adult. At 
no time will a representative enter a property where a minor is the only person 
home. In the event a property is posted "No Trespassing", the representative will 
knock on the door to seek permission to verify the physical data. In the event no 
one is home, there will be no attempt to verify the exterior data. The Assessing 
Official will make another attempt at a later date. If the property is "Posted" and 
gated the Assessor's Office will not enter the premises. However, there will be a 
letter sent requesting an appointment to verify the physical data. If the property 
owner doesn't respond to the request, the Assessor will estimate the features of 
the property to the best of his ability. 


It is of the utmost importance to have accurate data to ensure all property owners 
in Wilton are assessed equitably. Please take a moment to review your 
property's assessing data. The complete list of property assessments for Wilton 
can be found at http://data. visionappraisal.com/WiltonNH/DEFAULT.asp. 


The Assessments in Wilton proved to be somewhat above "Market Value" in 
2012. The estimated assessment to sale ratio is 107% +-. Currently the 
assessments are based on the 2011 market value. Wilton will be undergoing an 
“Assessment Review” by the NH Dept. of Revenue Administration in 2013. This 
entails a review of the entire assessing office including, but not limited to, 
exemptions and credits, current use, assessing data and assessing statistics.

The Library has had a busy year, with increased activity both at the library and 
online. Circulation of library resources, including physical and digital materials 
increased 7.8% in 2012. The library has 3,153 active card holders, an 11% 
increase over 2011. 


A total of 35,635 items circulated. The collection holds 22,549 items. In 2012 
2,282 items were deleted and 2,605 items were added. Wilton library card 
holders also have access to the New Hampshire Downloadable Book 
Collaborative which holds 11,028 eBook copies and 10,658 audio book copies. 
Other electronic resources include Heritage Quest, Ebsco (magazines and 
research journals) and Britannica School Edition, which are available online 
through the library website. New to the library's online collection is Mango 
Languages which provides tutorials for over 40 languages and ESL lessons in 15 
languages. Anyone with a Wilton library card can use these online resources. 
Ancestry Library Edition, a genealogy database is available at the library. 


The library now has 10 public access computers and free wireless internet 
access. 107 sessions of free computer training were provided by the library. 


The library welcomed a new children’s librarian, Allison Steele, MLIS in 2012. 
Children’s programs include Musik Garten for Babies, Toddler Tales, Preschool 
Storytime, Music & Movement with Miss Karina, Teen Book Club, Teen Advisory 
Board, Tuesdays with Weezer, Wii and Board Games, Lego Club, PAWS to 
Read and seasonal programs. The library works with local schools and daycare 
centers. 2,427 people attended a total of 242 children’s programs at the library in 
2012. 684 people attended adult programs and book discussions. 


The library is enriched by The Friends of the Library who support summer 
reading programs, “Books to Go”, a Museum Visit reimbursement program, 
children’s activities and more. For more information about library services and a 
calendar of events visit www.wiltonlibrary.org or call the library at 654-2581.

Carnival Hill and The Frog Pond -— Field edging at both properties has been 
completed for another year. Field edging takes place each year along a different 
part of each property in order to prevent the forest from growing into the field and 
to keep the field in good condition. The fields continue to be hayed and groomed 
by local farmers. We are partnering with others to continue removing the “Old 
Orchard”, but we will keep some of the “Old Orchard” trees to provide shelter and 
a corridor for local wildlife. Both Carnival Hill and the Frog Pond continue to be 
used by many walkers, hikers and other nature lovers. The properties are linked 
by a trail, and you can view geese, ducks and heron around the pond. We are 
indeed very lucky to have these wonderful properties at the edge of our village. 


The Community Garden at Carnival Hill - The Community Garden has become 
a great source of locally grown food for those who have plots there and who share 
their bounty. There are open plots available for the upcoming 2013 season. If you 
are interested, please contact the Community Garden through WCC. 


Michael P. Stanton Knock — During 2012, the Town was the recipient of a gift of 
land which abuts the Frog Pond. Given by descendants of the Stanton Family, this 
wooded hill (“Knock” means “hill” in Gaelic) is a wonderful addition to our other 
conserved lands in this area, and we are very appreciative of this gift. 


Trails — WCC has been busy posting trail signs in our ongoing effort to post all the 
trails. Trail rights of way need to be protected, as these corridors are enjoyed by 
the public and also by wildlife which travel via the corridors. WCC is indebted to 
our Planning and Zoning Boards for working with us whenever trails are involved 
in any subdivision or construction plans reviewed by them. 


Souhegan River — The Souhegan River has been designated as a NH Protected 
River. Three of our Commission members serve on the Souhegan River Local 
Advisory Committee (SoRLAC), which is the local eyes and ears of the river and 
communicates directly with NH State agencies on matters of concern. We ask that 
you also look out for our river and other waterways, making contact with WCC 
when you see things that are not right. 


Thank You to Many — Land ownership requires overseeing and work, and our 
other duties and responsibilities could not be so well completed without the 
assistance of the many volunteers, town employees, board members, and citizens 
who continue in so many ways to support our efforts. We extend our sincere 
thanks for all your support and assistance, and for taking a special interest in our 
public and private lands. WCC continues to be productive and successful with 
your help.

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TOWN OF WILTON AMBULANCE DEPARTMENT 


2012 was clearly marked as a year of growth and improvement for this 
department. With building improvements, recruitment/retention programs, and 
Emergency Medical Services educational programs, we have continued to 
overcome challenges that our membership has faced. 


As part of a new recruitment program, we opened up a new position, “Drivers”, to 
recruit personnel prior to becoming an EMT. This new position put interested 
volunteers through a driver training program and equipment familiarization 
program, supplementing the two EMT’s that are already staffing the ambulance. 
This program gives a new member exposure to Emergency Medical Services 
prior to going through an EMT Program. We presently have five “Drivers” on the 
service. 


We put in a water filtration system. The water system was at no cost to the 
taxpayers, and came out of the Florence Wheeler Fund. Now the shower is 
functional, the water is drinkable, and it has led to better living and working 
conditions for service members. This year, we need to replace the 1970’s era 
generator that was installed in the 1990’s. This generator has outlived it 
usefulness, and we are unable to obtain parts to get it operational and reliable. 


As always, | want to thank our volunteer, and per-diem personnel for staffing the 
two ambulances. Due to their dedication, our response times have also 
decreased. This is due to the membership being ready at a moments notice 
when their radio goes off to respond to a request for medical assistance. Our 
average response time has dropped by almost a complete minute (55 seconds), 
from 2011 to 2012. 


In 2012, we had a 6% increase in call volume. Our call volume by town and the 
location they were transported to is broken down below:

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WILTON HERITAGE COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT FOR 2012 


Heritage Commission meets at the Wilton Public Library on the fourth Tuesday of 
the month at 7:00 PM. Our charge is to identify and protect historic and culturally 
significant buildings, sites, and features through consultation with other town 
agencies as well as with private citizens who wish to preserve these special 
resources. Special meetings are called as necessary. If you would like to serve 
on the Heritage Commission please contact us. Members are appointed by the 
selectmen after being recommended by the Commission. 


The Commission continues to offer historical House Plaques for a nominal 
charge. If you own a house built before 1850 and would like to participate in our 
plaque program please contact us. To date, 70 homeowners in all sections of 
the town have taken advantage of this program. 


The Commission continues to monitor the Four Corners Farm Conservation 
Agreement for outside historic appearance compliance. The first floor of this 
historic farmhouse has been converted into a café with little modification of the 
interior and no change to the outside appearance and thus is in compliance with 
the agreement. 


This year during the Main Street Association’s “Celebrate Wilton” festival we 
made a special appeal for old photos of Wilton that we could scan and add the 
images to our collection. It was gratifying to have several people willing to have 
their collection scanned. At the present we have approximately 650 images of 
photos & documents in our database. This is an ongoing project. If you have old 
photos pertaining to Wilton that you would be willing to have scanned, please 
contact us. It is a great way to record Wilton’s history for everyone to enjoy. 


An historic marker for Abbot Hill was erected near the Four Corners Farm. 
Markers for Gray’s Corner and Carnival Hill are on order. With these two new 
markers, we will have a total of fourteen signs/markers/kiosks located throughout 
the town. We are working on our Heritage Trail Map that will show the location of 
these markers and other historically significant features of Wilton along with a 
brief description. 


Our work to establish a right-of-way to the land-locked Old County Farm 
Cemetery has come to a standstill We made a special appeal to the 
Hillsborough County Commissioners during one of their scheduled meetings, 
however it appears to have fallen on deaf ears. The Hillsborough County Poor 
Farm was located in Wilton at the former Whiting Farm from the years 1867 to 
1893. While technically the cemetery belongs to the County, it is a part of 
Wilton’s History and those poor souls buried in this cemetery deserve not to be 
forgotten.

The year 2012 was another sunny, enjoyable summer at Goss Park under the 
direction of our energetic, hardworking staff led by our Park Director, Kristin 
Schwab. As always, we would like to thank the towns of Wilton and 
Lyndeborough, private donors and the area businesses for their generous 
support. We would also like to thank all of the individuals and organizations who 
donated their time to help improve the park and make it more enjoyable. 

This year sadly, we lost one of our beloved members of our community, Barbara 
Schultz. Family and friends generously contributed money to the Youth Center in 
her honor. Barbara served the town of Wilton as Deputy Town Clerk for 14 years, 
and she would be pleased that donations in her memory were used to make Goss 
Park even more enjoyable for the children of Wilton. 


Our membership this year included 129 families and many daily guests who 
enjoyed the Youth Center from Wilton, Lyndeborough and surrounding towns. The 
park had four Red Cross Certified swim instructors who taught 160 lessons. Nine 
children participated on our swim team this year, competing with other local towns. 
Our Senior and Junior swim teams had a successful year led by our coaches 
Victoria Lorvig and Riley Thompson. 


The park was open from 10:00 am to 7:00 p.m. during the week and 1:00 pm to 
7:00 pm on the weekends. Our snack bar offered a variety of ice cream, hot dogs, 
pizza, chips, candy, juice, soda, etc. This year we had Allyson Hayden doing arts 
and crafts as part of a college internship. Some of the crafts she organized were 
stained glass painting, dream catchers, rain sticks, duct tape creations in addition 
to many other things. The members loved having her there. The members also 
participated in field and water games, swimming lessons and swim meets with 
area towns. The Youth Center held many special events such as Family Night, 
Teen Night, Grill Day, Pizza Day, tie-dye, police bike and safety talk, splash 
contest, sand castle contests, along with the use of Goss Park for company and 
organization outings.

Statistics 1998 — 2012 


Since WMSA's inception in 1998, Wilton has realized a total private/public 
reinvestment of $1,092,000 and a total gain of 56 new businesses and 51 new jobs 
in the downtown business district. 


WMSA has given approximately $5,000 in grant funds to downtown businesses for 
improving their building facades or purchasing business signs, leveraging our grant 
funds for a private/public reinvestment totaling $263,458 and 52 improvements. 


WMSA has coordinated over 165 promotions and community events for Wilton 
residents and to publicize our downtown to the greater region. 


2012 Activities 


During 2012, the WMSA continued to manage projects that benefit businesses and 
residents and improve the attractiveness of our Downtown. WMSA has served as a 
resource for several community groups providing information and assistance. 


The main project for 2012 was the continuation of enhancements to the park on Lot 
48.on Main Street, now officially named “The Wilton Main St. Park”. This included a 
lovely security fence, new trees, benches, and landscaping. The park was created to 
provide a vital pedestrian landscape in downtown Wilton which is dedicated to the 
enjoyment of its citizens and visitors of all ages. As a public space, it is also used for 
activities such as The Farmer's Market, “Celebrate Wilton,” the Harvest Fair, Holiday 
Stroll, Concerts, children’s entertainment, weddings, yoga classes, library readings, 
and more. The mission of any event is to attract people from near and far which will 
add to the vibrancy of “downtown” Wilton and bring people to downtown to patronize 
the theater, restaurants, shops, and recreational activities. Along with our Newsletter, 
“Working on Wilton”, we have also set up our FaceBook pages whereby many more 
people can share information with many of their contacts. The benefit of FREE 
advertising websites allows us the flexibility to get our message across New 
Hampshire and beyond. 


Fundraising for 2012 totaled approximately $27,400 which includes many private 


donations and other smaller grants. It also included donations of benches and 
maintenance for the park as well as improvements in plantings throughout the town 
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donated by Friends of the park. The next phase of the park will include permanent 
power, more landscaping, a platform for performances, a pergola, and eventually a 
fountain. Events put on by WMSA also served as venues for fundraising efforts by 
other community organizations such as “WMSA’s 2™ Annual Golf Tournament’, 
“Celebrate Wilton” in June, and included FRES, Gregg Free Public Library, Second 
Congregational Church, Lions Club, American Legion, the Masons, and Wilton Town 
Hall Theater, Andy’s Summer Playhouse, as well as many individual volunteers. 
2012 also included a more enhanced Farmer's Market held through the summer 
months each Tuesday as well as five FREE Concerts, The Harvest Fair and The 
Holiday Stroll.

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2012 ANNUAL REPORT OF NRPC ACTIVITIES FOR THE TOWN OF WILTON 


The Nashua Regional Planning Commission assists local municipal boards and provides a forum for 
communities to coordinate land use, environmental and transportation planning at the regional level, and 
provides a clear voice for the region at the state and federal levels. Our core planning programs are 
transportation, land use, environment, and mapping. 


TRANSPORTATION PROGRAMS: 


Traffic Data Collection - Data is available to anyone through the NRPC website using the Google Maps 
feature and more detailed data from each count is available upon request. 

Road Inventory — NRPC maintains the town Road Inventory used by the Town and NH DOT to have 
the most up to date information on Wilton’s roads. This data also forms the basis for the Town's allocation 
of Transportation Block Aid funds from the State. 

Transportation Improvement Program —A\l federally funded highway improvements must be included 
in the region's TIP in order to receive federal funding. NRPC actions are directly responsible for the 
advancement of several projects in Wilton, most notably bridge repair on NH 31 and safety improvements 
along NH 101. 

Highway Safety Improvement Program (HSIP) —NRPC, in cooperation with NHDOT and Wilton town 
Officials, initiated a review of the NH 31 and King Brook Road intersection where there have been a higher 
than expected number of crashes, including two 2012 crashes where vehicles landed in the Souhegan 
River. NRPC is pursuing a road safety audit of the site. The audit requires NRPC to analyze traffic 
volumes and crash data used in the development of intersection operation and traffic accident diagrams, 
and to coordinate meetings and onsite field reviews with federal, state and local officials, who will analyze 
conditions and develop long-term safety improvement strategies. 


LAND USE AND ENVIRONMENT PROGRAMS 


Development Review and Planning Services — NRPC provides professional planning services to 
directly assist the Planning Board. Services include assistance to applicants in submitting subdivision or 
site plan applications, written reviews of submissions to the Planning Board, attend hearings and work 
sessions to assist and answer questions, and support to the Board and Town staff in preparing notices, 
draft amendments and warrants for Town Meeting. 

In 2012, NRPC also assisted the Board with the first steps in updating the Visioning Chapter of the Town 
Master Plan by developing and distributing a community survey. 

Hazard Mitigation Program — In 2012, NRPC assisted Witton in updating the 2004 Hazard Mitigation 
Plan. Hazard mitigation plans identify critical facilities and areas of concem throughout the town, analyze 
potential hazards and risks to these facilities, and prioritize mitigation measures to address the hazards. 
Completion of a Hazard Mitigation Plan and participation in the National Flood Insurance Program 
enables a community to apply for fully funded hazard mitigation grants. The plan was adopted by the 
Wilton Board of Selectmen on September 24, 2012 and approved by FEMA on November 28, 2012. 


MAPPING SERVICES GEOGRAPHIC INFORMATION SYSTEMS (GIS) 


New Standard Maps — At the end of 2012, NRPC released an update to its poster-sized standard map 
senes for each community. These maps are available as PDFs on the NRPC website and printed 
versions are being delivered to each community. 

Broadband Mapping and Planning — NRPC is developing maps and a regional plan for 
broadband technology in the region. NRPC developed a brochure and additional educational material 
was also distributed through Wilton backpack mail in the month of December 2012.

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Moderator William Keefe began the Town Meeting at 7:00 P.M. on Thursday March 15°", 
2012 in the Florence Rideout Elementary School Auditorium. He started the meeting by 
welcoming everyone to Wilton’s 249th Town Meeting. He congratulated Jim Tuttle, Kellie- 
Sue Boissonault and Bob Duquette for their time and effort seeking the office of Selectman. 
He then congratulated Bill Condra for successfully winning the office. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eight thousand 
dollars ($8,000) for the purchase of a front-end plow frame for the road grader. The 
monies to come from general taxation, or to take any other action relating thereto. 
(Budget Committee recommends this article — Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Dan Donovan, seconded by Cary Hughes. 


Steve Elliott made a motion to move any action on this article to be discussed after 
Article 8 as that article addresses the purchase of the grader. Motion seconded by 
Mark Whitehill. Voice vote to move any action on this article to be done after Article 
8 voice vote approved. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred seventy 
four thousand, three hundred twenty nine dollars ($174,329) to complete the 
purchase of the road grader. One hundred fifty seven thousand dollars ($157,329) to 
come from Highway Department Capital Reserve Fund. The remaining monies to 
come from general taxation, or to take any other action relating thereto. 
(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.)

Mark Whitehill asked to speak as Wilton’s Town Treasure. He wanted the voters to 
understand the significance of the Town’s finances and the impact of each and every 
article to be voted upon that evening. He wanted the voters to understand that 
every $365,000 approved by the voters would cost a property with a $300,000 
assessment a $300 increase in their taxes. 


Steve Elliott then gave a brief history stating this article, if approved, would replace 
the Highway Department's 1976 grader. He then explained that this lease to buy 
purchase was discussed at length at the 2011 Town Meeting. 


Cary Hughes next made a motion to amend the wording in the article from “...One 
hundred fifty seven thousand dollars ($157,329) to read “....One hundred fifty seven 
thousand, three hundred twenty nine dollars ($157,329). Mark Whitehill seconded 
the motion. The motion to amend the article was voice vote approved. 


Lengthy discussion for and against the article followed. It was explained that this 


article was the purchase part of the lease-to-purchase contract article approved by 
the voters at the 2011 Town Meeting. 
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Those against the article voiced concerns about the necessity to buy new rather 
than used, alternate options to sub-contract road work, repair current problems, etc. 
Those in favor of the article spoke of the need to be able to depend on equipment 
running when needed. Steve explained that when equipment breaks down it then 
ties up manpower to try to fix problems, which in turn means less ability to get work 
accomplished. It was further stated that if the town did not purchase the grader the 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) approved at last year’s meeting as part of the lease- 
to-purchase agreement would be lost. 


Following considerable discussion Dan Donovan made a motion to move the 
question, seconded by Mark Whitehill. The motion to move the question was voice 
vote approved. 


The voice vote to approve the article, as amended, was unclear. The Moderator then 
asked for a hand count.
